SEE THE FAITHFUL PAIR GO. 


And the Worst oZ It Was That They JVero 


to Be Separated—For More Than Twen- 
ty Tcara Tbey Had Been Together In the 
Service of tho Government. 


"At 15! At 15! Going at 15! Who 


lays tbo half? Do I hear it? Only $15

little old darling I Fifteen dollars I am 
offered! Can't I get the half? Fifteen 
oucel Do I hear the half?

Third ancl last call and Bold to 
Sir. Carl for §15. " Aud the auctioneer, 
trhp wis a]s<?>, the civilian clerk in the 
post quartermaster's office, tenderly ca- 
ressed tho face, gray with age, of the 
little brown mnlo, and, brushing his 
hand across his own eyes, walked slowly 
back to his desk in the office.

CARSON CITY, April 18,1896. 


The greatest point of popular, as well 


as State interest, at the present time 
looked forward to is the second trial of 
John T. Jones, which is set to com- 
mence on Monday, charged with rob- 
bing the United States Mint at Carson. 
Fifteen jurymen of the unexhausted 
venire aie available for a starter, but it 
is said that all jurymen required after 
that will be obtained through an open 
venire—the U. S. Marshal being di- 
rected to summon tbu requisite amount 
of talesmen from the most convenient 
sources, instead nf having them drawn 
'rom the voting people of this and 
adjacent 
counties, 
as 
heretofore. 


Whether this will ba favorable or un- 
avorable to Jones, jor otherwise, re- 
mains to be seen. Very mr.ch public 
nterest is manifested, and this will be 
he most important trial of all the mint 
ases. 
All the U. S. officials, witnesses and 
thers connected with tho case are 
ere, ready and waiting

Id and new, is on hand, and the trial 
romises to be rery straightforward 
nd to as speedy a wind-up as possible, 
s it should be. These Carson Mint 
rials have lasted about a year, and 
hey should not be much further pro- 
onged to suit the general public or the 
Government. 


With the opening spring work, in- 
eresl increases in outside mining 
perations, especially in the Buckeye 
and Pine Nut placer and gold ore 
mine?, about 30 miles southwest from 


ere, 
which, have been considerably 


noted during the past year or so. The 
Buckeye Company has had a number 
if men at work during the winter, run- 
dng a tunnel 700 feet in length. It 
aas just been completed, tapping a 
small lake, giving a good and very 
essential supply of water for sluicing 
and hydraulicing purposes to their 
well-known rich placer diggings. They 
have done but little else during the 
winter, but now that the snows and 
cold weather are getting out of the 
way, they propose to wash out some 
moiegold to good advantage and big 
profit. Their operations and success 
will bo of much interest all along the 
range. 


The famous Zirn mine at Pinenut is 


being actively worked and to profit- 
able effect. The ore is being hauled at 
the .rate of ten tons a day to a new 
five stamp mill on Anderson Creek, 
about two miles distant, where it is re 
duced regularly and averages $100 per 
ton, all gold—$19 per ounce. The sale 
of this mine, repoited a few weeks ago, 
for $75,000 was a dead off proposition, 
and all the better for the proprietors, 
Otto Schulz of Carson and Old Bill 
Zirn himself, who is at tho mine. 


The Douglass mine at Bed Canyon, 


twenty-seven miles southeast of here 
and eight miles from Pintnut, has 
recently developed a ledge three feet 
wide by means of a tunnel 168 feet 
long. 
It is a true contact vein, be- 


tween porphyry and granite, and the 
tunnel strikes it 150 feet bolow the 
croppings. It is all gold ore, nnd gives 
a milling yield of $27 per ton. It is 
owned by the Jessen Brothers and 
J. J. Grossman of Gardnerville. They 
are now negotiating for tho construc- 
tion of a ten stamp mill, having plenty 
of water power, and will have it there 
in operation before long, Mr. Gross- 
man being now in San Francisco for 
;he purpose.
